Black Gunmen In Car Murder 4 
Whites At Random In Frisco 
Chamber Boosts Governors Energy Saving Plan 


SAN FRANCISCO ÍUPI) — 
Black gunmen traveling in a 
large black automobile, shot 
and killed four white persons at 
random Monday night on the 
streets of San Francisco. 
A young mother of a 4-month- 
old son also was shot apparent­ 
ly without 
reason 
but 
is 
expected 
to 
live, 
although 
physicians say she probably 
will be paralyzed from the 
waist down. 
“It seems to be the work of 
more than one person,” said 
Chief of Inspectors Charles 
Barca, 
who 
took 
personal 
charge of the investigation. 
Police noted similarities to a 
10-day 
outbreak 
of 
street 
shootings last month that killed 
six persons and wounded two 
others, although they would not 
definitely say the gunmen were 
from the same group. 
‘There’s no rhyme or riddle 
to 
it,” 
Patrolman William 
Wakefield remarked while dis­ 
cussing the difficulties of trying 
to catch the silent shoot-and-run 
marksmen.

Kelley 
was 
released from Rush County jail 
January 27 on $10,000 bond. 
Arrested early January 17 by 
Rush County Sheriff's deputies 
and Indiana State Police. Kelley 
is charged with the theft of a 
1974 22-foot Gem, a ’73 15-foot 
Travel Mate, and a ’71 16-foot 
Vacationair. owned by Larry J. 
Goens, 329 West 11th Street, 
which was stored at Wise 
Trailer Sales, R. R 4, Rush­ 
ville. 
Kelley was arrested after the 
Rush County Sheriff’s depart­ 
ment and State Police formed 
a stakeout near one of the 
abandoned vehicles found about 
four miles west of Milroy on 
Highway 244 neat* the Moscow 
Road. He returned at 6:30 a.m. 
Thursday, January 17, and 
made a hook-up to one of the 
trailers. He was immediately 
taken into custody by law of­ 
ficers. 
Two of the vehicles with 
which Kelley is charged with 
taking are still missing and 
being sought by authorities.

Witnesses gave varying de­ 
scriptions of the gunmen but 
noted that in almost every case 
the man with the hand gun 
merely walked out and started 
shooting without saying a word.

During that time the killers 
had slain another person to the 
west of the downtown area, one 
in a slum area two blocks from 
the city’s main street and 
another near the southern San 
Francisco limits. 
In all, they had traveled only 
six miles. 
Little was known about the 
victims who had no connection 
with each other and appeared 
to have been picked at random. 
The \ ictims, in the. order that 
they were shot, were Tina 
Smith, 32; Vincent Wollin, 69; 
John Bambic, 87; and Jane 
Holly, 35. 
Wounded was Mrs. Roxanne 
McMillan, 23, who was standing 
near her newr home in the city’s 
southern section. 
Tina Smith and Wollin were 
shot within nine minutes of 
each other, the woman at 
Geary Boulevard and Diviside- 
ro Street and Wollins at Scot 
and Fulton Streets. 
Bambic, a pensioner, was 
killed at Ninth and Howard 
Streets, in the ‘‘South of the 
Slot” area. 
Jane Holly, a bank employe, 
died in a brightly lighted self 
service laundry at Silver and 
Brusels Streets and the shot- 
ing of Mrs. McMillan occurred 
in the 100 block of Edinborough 
Street. 
850,000 Found 
In Greenfield 
Reel use's Home 
GREENFIELD, Ind. (UPI) - 
A nephew- sorting tthrough the 
dilapidated and trash - filled 
home of the late Von T. Jacobs 
found more than $50,000 in cash 
and other valuables last week­ 
end. 
Jacobs, 65, was found dead 
four weeks ago in the littered 
frame shanty he built years ago 
and where he lived as a re­ 
cluse, not even permitting inside 
his nephews, Clayton Jacobs of 
Indianapolis and Denis Jacobs 
of Greenfield and his niece, 
Mrs. Sandra Aaron of Green­ 
wood . 
After his death, Clayton Ja­ 
cobs was named administrator 
of the estate. In that capacity, 
Jacobs combed the place hour 
after hour, u neo ve ring little by 
little a fortune in cash, silver 
certificates and antiques. 
The house was poorly furnish­ 
ed and falling apart. The search 
for valuables was hampered by 
a vast accumulation of old 
newspapers, magazines a n d 
trash.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — A

“1 think the right, moves were 
made (by the President), I 
think what 
we

do 
administratively has b e e n 
done,” said Whitaker, the No. 2 
man in the department. “And 
we need action and we need it 
desperately from Congress.” 
Speaking of the emergency 
legislation, 
which 
Congress 
failed to pass before it went 
home for the Christmas holi­ 
days, Whitaker said: 
“Congress 
Christmas-treed 
us, 
amended it to death, 
snarled up, and went home 
angry, frustrated just before 
Christmas.” 
And although Congress 
is 
seeking to give Nixon the power 


to impose gasoline rationing, 
his chief energy adviser has 
continued to insist that he 
hopes it will not be necessary. 
Energy chief Willliam E. 
Simon said Monday the govern­ 
ment plans to move next week 
to equalize home heating oil 
prices and he hopes gasoline 
production can be stepped up in 
order to avoid rationing. 
Simon, in an appearance 
before a congressional commit­ 
tee investigating the energy 
situation, said that while the 
home heating oil situation had 
been managable so far, it still 
could become critical, in part 
because of price differences for 
doemstic and imported oil. 
“This situation is particularly 
visible in New England, which 
historically has been dependant 
on imported products,” he said. 
He said the Federal Energy 
Office would publish new rules 
assuring suppliers equal access 
to foreign and domestic oil, 
thus stabilizing retail prices. 
Emphasis Can be Shifted 
Once this is accomplished, he 
said, emphasis can be shifted to 
the problem of gasoline produc­ 
tion, which has been cut back 
to ensure supplies of home 
heating oil.

Protested Police Pension Bill \ 
Heads Activity In Legislature

scheduled for final action today 
in the Indiana House while the 
Senate turned its attention to 
the supplemental budget. 
Monday was a frenetic day in 
legislative halls Platoons of po­ 
lice* and firemen in uniform 
swarmed in and out of the 
Statehouse. buttonholing state 
representatives to ask them to 
either change the pension bill 
or kill it Across the street in 
the State Office Building, the 
Senate passed, after soul- 
searching debate, an ethics bill 
that includes not only legisla­ 
tors but also state government 
officials who earn $15,000 or 
more annually The vote was 
36-13. 
The Senate also passed a bill 
that would allow the auto in­ 
spection fee to be doubled 
The House passed 20 bills on 
final reading and sent them to 
the Senate, but the pension bill 
that was the concern of the 
visiting firemen and police was 
not on the calendar until today 
The lawmen and firefighters 
claim the bill will take a big­ 
ger share Irom them an in­ 
crease from 3 to 6 per cent as­ 
sessment and will mean a de­ 
lay in starting to collect pen 
sións However, the changes are 
effective tor future firemen and 
policemen, not those now en­ 
rolled in the pension plan 
23 Senate Rills 
Rep Stephen L Ferguson. R 
Bloomington. whose Roads and 
Transportation Committee pro­ 
duced the pension bill alter the 
Cities and Towns Committee 
tailed to evolve one in two 
years of effort, commented. “I 
tee I like the man on the wanted 
poster” as he looked ovei the 
ranks of policemen. 
The Senate passed 23 bills and 
sent them to the House,with 
most debate coming on one to 
create an Ethics Committee in 
both the House and Senate and 
a State Ethics and Conflict of 
Interest Committee for the up­ 
per-pay bracket governmental 
officials. 
A House-passed ethics Dill, 
limited only to legislators, is 
considered dead in a Senate 
committee However.

The Senate also passed on a 
second try a bill that would 
mean a higher inspection fee 
lor many Hoosier motorists 
The bill to permit the annual 
inspection fees for mandatory 
vehicle inspection to be doubled 
from $2.50 up to $5 starting next 
year, passed by a 27-20 vote 
Last week, when the measure 
came up for final vote near the 
end of a long day. it lacked one 
vote of getting a constitutional 
majority of 28 
Under terms of the bill, which 
now goes to the House, an in­ 
spection station could notify the 
State Motor Vehicle Inspection 
Board of intent to make a 50- 
cent increase, and could keep 
on going up by 50-cent steps to 
the new maximum of $5. 
The House-passed supplemen­ 
tal budget bills are scheduled to 
be discussed in Senate caucus 
today as a preliminary to con­

Pacheco inspected the finger 
which was swollen.

Doctor Treats Infection 
Pacheco reached into his 
medical kit and extracted some 
ethyl chloride which he sprayed 
on the infected knuckle.

ceremony stuck it right into the 
knuckle. Ali winced but said 
nothing as some of the fluid 
drained from the finger. 
“Did you get that during the 
fight?” one newsman asked.

Indiana is little different from 
other states sharing similar 
problems. 
As the 1974 legislative session 
heads on the “down-hill grade,” 
more than half over, it is in­ 
teresting to compare problems 
they faced with otter states. 
Ethics,

s p o t I. i g h t , with financial 
disclosure 
the 
vehicle 
to 
legislate ethical conduct. Eight 
state legislatures enacted ©odes 
of ethics requiring disclosure of 
f i n a n c i a l 
interests 
and 
prohibiting conflicts of interest 
in 1973. 
Last session, Indiana acted 
along with 19 otter states to 
re-enact capital punishment in, 
line with, the Supreme Court 
decision. Indiana joined, with 12 
otter states to restrict abortions 
within court guidelines. 
No-Fault insurance was in­ 
troduced in the 1974 Indiana 
General Assembly, more to 
keep it alive than for any hope 
of passage. It will be back. 
Some 16 states have enacted 
forms of no-fault liability. There 
is a concentrated move in. 
'Congress to make such, action 
mandatory for all. states. 
Unexpectedly, a p r o p o s e d 
Constitutional Amendment to 
repeal the prohibition against 
lotteries made it out of Com­ 
mittee this time. At least eleven 
states have authorized state 
lotteries, with eight already in 
operation. 
Iowa, 
Oklahoma, 
South Dakota, Virginia and 
Washington authorized bingo 
games conducted by certain 
non-profit, charitable organiz­ 
ations. Wyoming authorized bet­ 
ting on professional roping 
events during 45 day seasons. 
Bingo games operate openly 
in Indiana, with little chance 
of being raided. It should be 
legalized, or if not, the law 
should be strictly enforced. 
E a c h 
time 
we 
overlook 
widespread law violations, we 
increase disregard for all laws. 
Try explaining to your children 
why it is permissible to break 
one law, and not otters. 
South Dakota and Kentucky 
implemented e x t e n s i v e 
governmental 
reorganization, 
badly needed in Indiana. Some 
160 South Dakota state agencies, 
boards and commissions were 
consolidated 
into 
16 
new 
d e p a r t m e n t s . Executive 
agencies were reorganized in 
some 18 other states to a lesser 
degree. 
Indiana was not alone in 
seeking funds to expand, im­ 
prove and renovate state parks. 
Some six other states undertook 
similar projects, ranging from 
some $23 million in Minnesota 
to establish a new state zoo, 
to $1.4 million in North Carolina 
and financing of public hiking 
trails in Arkansas, Florida and 
New Mexico. 
A r k a n s a s provided for 
legislative review of rules and 
regulations 
promulgated 
by 
state agencies, often as ef­ 
fective as law. It was a subject 
acted upon by the Indiana 
General 
Assembly. 
Montana 
provided for legislative review 
of administrative rules. Iowa.,. 
M a i ne, M a. ss a chus etts, Rhode 
Island and Utah provided for 
a tax check-off on state income 
taxes to support political par­ 
ties, a problem faced but not 
resolved by the Indiana General 
Assembly. It has been inef­ 
fective at the Federal level, yet 
we all want a wide base support 
for candidates and elections 
instead of a few big con­ 
tributors. 
Eleven s t a t e s stiffened 
required financial reporting by 
candidates for office, a move 
supported in Indiana by both 
political 
parties 
and 
the

time to act during this short 
session, but action is needed in 
Indiana to limit both time and 
money 
spent 
on 
political 
campaigns. 
Slowly, the Indiana General 
Assembly is maturing. Given 
enought time, and they will 
cope with, annual sessions. New 
rules were adopted to ease the 
legislative process. One was 
pre-filing of bills to permit 
assignment to committees prior 
to the session. Another per­ 
mitted introduction of "vehicle” 
bills, little more than titles. 
I n t e n t was to eliminate 
"stripping” of bills, removing 
contents and inserting a new 
and different subject. 
The last short, session found 
794 bills introduced, including 26 
“vehicles.” Most of the vehicles 
remained 
motionless, 
while 
“stripping” 
continued. 
This 
short session found almost 100 
fewer bills introduced, still too 
many. However, some 133 were 
skeletons, to be fleshed out by 
amendments as the need arose. 
Most will expire, however many 
were used for a change. 
One other action, to be noted 
was the lack of party 'division, 
on voting, until the session 
approached the budget bills. 
Most of the measures passed 
by wide margins if they made 
it to the floor, with 49 to 0 
votes not unusual in the Senate 
and 90 to 0 votes in the House. 
Closest early fight in the House 
was the 55 to 43 vote on repeal 
of the phosphate detergent ban, 
still not. along party lines. 
Senate voted .26 to 20 on 
reorganization of St. Joseph 
County, Pace is fast.

The blocking of an 
air passage can happen as an 
aftermath of pneumonia

complicated measles, whooping 
cough, or influenza. If a baby

Blocking 
an

passage, 
combined with an infection, can 
cause a disease called bron­ 
chiectasis. 
The 
combination 
damages 
the 
structures 
that 
sweep out dirt and germs from 
the lungs—the cilia. Cilia sweep 
in an upward motion that forces 
particles 
toward 
the 
mouth, 
where they are swallowed and 
then sent back to the stomach. 
When the cilia are weakened, 
mucus and particles build up 
in the air passages, and a cough 
results. The cough is an attempt 
to dislodge the build-up. 
Adults, too, can have bron­ 
chiectasis and may even fell 
well despite their '"graveyard 
cough.”
